Montana  forgot  the  Cougars  can  run,  and  they  paid  for  it, 
too  — 20-7. 

After  Brigham  Young  University’s  celebrated  passing  at- 
tack sputtered,  fizzzled  and  konked  out  under  Montana’s 
well  rehearsed  aerial  defense,  Coach  Kopp  pulled  the  Cougar 
ground  machine  ont  of  storage — almost  a forgotten  thing  in 
3YU  football — and  the  old  vehicle  rolled  right  over  the  Griz- 
zlies, purring  like  a kitten. 

GROUND  GAME  PURRS 

With  hard-charging  Raynor  Pearce  leading  the  way,  BYU’s 
ground  game  crushed  the  Silvertips  from  the  North. 

The  Cougars  scored  once  in  the  second  quarter,  twice  in  the 
third  and  missed  another  touchdown  in  the  final  period  by 
five  yards. 

Although  he  didn’t  score  himself,  Pearce  plunged  and  skirted 
Montana  s weary  line  for  104  yards,  caught  two  passed  for 
22  yards,  giving  the  180-pound  halfback  a total  of  126 — nearly 
half  of  BYU’s  gross. 

A record  opening-day  crowd  of  nearly  11,000  cheered  the 
Brighams  on  as  Kieth  Hubbs  made  two  scintillating  20-yard 
runs,  one  a touchdown  thrust  on  a pitchout  for  the  Cougar’s 
first  score. 

Leading  7-0  at  the  intermission,  BYU  stormed  onto  the  field 
in  the  second  half  and  tore  at  the  Grizzlies  with  a vengance. 

Halfback  Larry  Regis  ran  back  Montana’s  kickoff  for  32 
yards. 

Montana  got  the  ball  beak  briefly  via  an  intercepted  pass. 
CATS  MARCH 

Then  the  Cats  began  to  march.  Quarterback  Carroll  John- 
ston enginered  an  84-yard  march  which  was  climaxed  by  Wel- 
don Jackson’s  scoring  punch  from  the  one. 

BYU  had  their  final  touchdown  a minute  later  as  Verl  Schell 
intercepted  his  third  Montana  pass  and  returned  it  to  the  14. 
Fullback  Steve  Campora  scored  from  the  four  two  plays  later. 

Nearly  everybody  got  to  play  for  BYU  as  Kopp  used  three 
and  four  men  at  every  position. 

The  Grizzlies  scored  their  lone  touchdown  in  the  fourth  quar- 
ter as  they  captilized  on  a BYU  fumble  on  the  Montana  34,  and 
drove  64  yards  for  a TD. 

OUTGAINED  IN  AIR 

Ironically,  this  was  the  first  game  in  eight  contests  that 
BYU  has  been  out-passed.  Montana  gained  67  yards  from  the 
air  lanes,  the  Cougars,  36. 

The  Brighams  ground  out  232  yards  by  rushing  compared 
with  133  for  Montana. 

BYU  had  21  first  downs,  the  Grizzlies,  11. 

Each  team  was  penalized  six  times  for  identical  50  yards. 

Paul  Dalebout’s  capable  left  foot  missed  its  first  extra  point 
attempt  of  the  season  in  the  third  quarter  as  the  conversion 
try  sailed  wide  of  the  goal  posts.
